to one part annie of the nodules or 
tubercles to be found adhering like 
pin heads to tho roots of a red clover 
crop, we snail soon see the difference 
in the rapidly increased growth of tho 
plants in the pots in question. 
Now each of the nodules or tubercles 
in (pa* st ion is cram full w ith m yriads 
of bacteria, and these bacteria it is

Grass and vegetable matter are the 
most natural toods for pigs, although 
they will eat and can digest a great 
variety of things. 
The nearer a sow 
can be kept to a grass or vegetable 
diet the healthier she will he, and this 
system is preferable to dry, rich foods 
consisting mainly of graiu, barley or 
other meals. 
Bran is most useful when grass is 
not available, but where it is not pos­ 
sible to give sows a grass run, lucerne, 
tares and other green forage crops can 
sometimes be substituted. 
Roots, except that mangels must not 
be given at all freely as farrowing ap­ 
proaches or the pigs are almost cer­ 
tain to be born dead, are useful and 
where there is a large* garden it will 
provide a great deal of vegetable stuff .

any other cause. 
The day after killing, also early in 
the morning, cut out and salt up. 
I 
say early, that the women folk may 
have the best portion of the day for 
securing the lard, as it is quite a job 
for them when a farmer kills eight 
or ten fine hogs. 
Before salting, sprinkle saltpeter on 
the hams and shoulders, then rub in 
the salt thoroughly, cover with it and 
pack the meat in a box. Let it stay j 
in this condition for from six to eight 
weeks, according to the size of the 
meat, when it should be taken out, 
washed, hung up and smoked. 
Wash nicely iii a tub of hot water, 
using a rough rag to take off all the 
old salt and mold. When the water 
becomes too greasy, throw it out and 
put in clean. 
As soon as the piece is washed the 
helper stands ready to take it, sprink­ 
ling lightly with borax, which keeps 
it from getting “skippery.” 
Then it 
is covered with all the black pepper 
that will stick, when it is hung up 
ready for smoking. 
Always allow it to drip a day or 
two.
